ACCORDING  to  Stavis,  a cordial, 
friendly  person,  the  four  major 
characters  in  these  plays  all  had 
something  in  common.

They  were  the  catalyst  who  entered 
and  fragmented  the  existing  cul- 
ture and  set  into  motion  a new  a- 
lignment  of  forces,  a new  series  of 
relationships,  which  brought  about 
a gradual  change  very  influential 
in  history,”  Stavis  said. 

"IT  IS  THIS  process  of  change 
that  I endeavor  to  capture  in  my 
plays— the  precise  moment  in  his- 
tory when  society,  ripe  for  change, 
give  birth  to  the  catalyst  who  sets 
the  dynamics  of  change  into  ac- 
celerated motion,”  stated  the  play- 
wright. 


He  continued  by  saying  “I  have 
chosen  to  write  plays  about  men 
who  have  an  awareness  of  social 
and  ..moral  responsibility,  plays 
which  have  faith  in  man’s  capacity 
to  resolve  his  problems  despite  the 
monumental  difficulties  facing  him. 
because  I believe  in  ethical  com- 
mitment. I believe  that  man  is 
capable  of  facing  the  problems  of 
the  Nuclear  Age.” 

STAVIS  SHARES  the  view  with 
Chekhov  that  “Every  playwright  is 
responsible  not  only  for  what  man 
is  but  for  what  man  can  be.”

Morality  . . . Scientific  Age  . . . 

America  Needs  Righteousness 


(Editor’s  Note:  This  is  the  third  ia 
a series  of  Book  of  Mormon  discussions 
on  “Morality  in  the  Scientific  Age.'')

1.  Central  Book  of  Mormon  Mes- 
sage: The  central  dominating 
theme  of  the  Book  of  Mormon 
dea,ls  clearly  and  tellingly  with 
greatest  need  in  America  today. 
It  is  the  theme  of  righteousness: 
if  we  keep  the  commandments  of 
the  Lord  and

worship  Jesus 
Christ,  the  God 
of  the  land,  our 
country  will  be 
preserved,  pro- 
tected and  pros- 
pered. 

If  we  do  not 
it  will  be  des- 
troyed—in  the 
same  way  (of- 
ten so  gradual- 
ly as  to  be  im- 
perceptable)  as 


the  Nephite  nations  were  destroy- 
ed—both  from  within  and  from 
without. 

2.  Scientific  Age:  Today  we  are 
immersed  in  science — its  thinking, 
its  approach,  its  amazing  accom- 
pli^ments— a literal  knowledge 
explosion!  More  has  been  dis- 
covered in  this  20th  Century  than 
in  all  previous  centuries  combin- 
ed Such  a scientific  heritage  be- 
queathes to  man  unfathomable 
power. 

Yet  the  most  basic  questions— 
what  direction  should  science 
take?  what  objectives  should  it 
strive  to  attain?  What  uses  are 
to  be  made  of  its  knowledge  and 
incalculable  power?— lies  outside 
of  science’s  domain.  These  ques- 
tions involve  value  judgments 
based  on  morality  systerns  (right 
and  wrong,  good  and  evil,  better 
and  best). 

ALTHOUGH  science  itself  is  a- 
moral,  immersion  in  it  alone  tends 
to  breed  atheism  and  material- 
ism, intellectual  strait-jacketing, 
pride  and  self-sufficiency,  and  in- 
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verted  spirituality.  Thus,  our 
strength  becomes  our  weakness- 
scientific  giants,  yet  moral  pyg- 
mies. See  2 Nephi  9:28-29. 

The  Book  of  Mormon  powerfully 
teaches  the  interdependency  of 
morality  and  theology.  A true 
understanding  of  the  Fatherhood 
of  God  and  vice-versa— “When 
you  are  in  the  service  of  your 
fellow  beings  ye  are  only  in  the 
service  of  your  God.”  Mosiah 
2:17. 

3.  TRUTH!  Our  quest  should  be 
for  truth— all  truth.  God  is  the 
source  of  truth.  Any  and  all  sc^- 
called  scientific  truth,  however 
well  accepted  and  proclaimed, 
which  differs  with  revealed  truth, 
in  the  least  point,  will  be  uprooted 
eventually. 

Truth  is  encompassed  in  one 
great  whole.  A subject  or  know- 
ledge-discipline approach  to  truth 
compartmentalizes  and  dissects 
truth.  Every  effort  should  be 
made  to  relate  knowledge  areas 
together  and  to  integrate  them 
with  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ. 

SUCH  AN  EFFORT  to  blend 
secular  and  sacred  knowledge, 
however  difficult,  developes  wis- 
dom and  ultimately  can  bring  a- 
bout  a resynthesis  of  all  know- 
ledge. 

However,  in  this  imprecise  ef- 
fort to  fuse  the  secular  and  the 
sacred  we  must  be  careful  not  to 
dogmatically  lable,  judge  or  con- 
demn each  other  or  each  other's 
interpretations. 

BYU,  IN  MY  opinion,  because 
of  its  divine  mission  within  the 
Church,  is  in  the  most  unique 
position  of  any  university  in  the 
world  to  provide  leadership  in 
both  the  acquisition  and  wise  use 
of  knowledge. 

Try  this  sometime:  Ask  the 
great  non-LDS  experts  and  author- 
ities in  most  any  field,  “Assum- 
ing the  following  to  be  true 
(state  LDS  beliefs  about  God, 
Christ,  Satan,  man,  prophets,' rev- 
elation) . . . would  such  truths 
change  your  understanding  and 
teaching  of  your  field?  If  they  an- 
swer “yes”  would  they  still  be 
experts? 

4.  "UNSCIENTIFIC"  BOOK  OF 
MORMON  ANSWERS:  a.)  Man 
is  a responsible  agent— free  to  act 
for  himself.  Man  can  throw  off 
the  disadvantages  of  his  first  birth 
and  environment  and  be  born 
again— if  he  will. 

D.)  Faith  in  Christ,  born  of

If  the  proposal  (or  constitutional  amendment)  gets  tliat 
far,  it  will  then  be  presented  to  the  student  association  for 
a vote. 

What  are  the  changes? 

Streamlining  mostly,  and  better  representation. 

Tlie  executive  council-recommended  proposal  would 
create  a large  “boai'd”  processing  both  legislative  and  ad- 
ministrative or  executive  authority. 

j\Iembers  would  be : the  ASBYU  president  and  five  vic^ 
presidents,  the  class  presidents,  the  AMS  and  AWS  presi- 
dents, the  Inter-organizational  (Council  president,  the  Inters 
housing  Council  president,  tlie  Daily  Universe  editor,  and 
one  administrative  advisor. 

Each  member  except  the  Universe  editor  and  adminis- 
trative advisor  would  have  one  vote  in  making  campus 
policies  and  decisions  that  affect  the  studentlxKly.  It  would 
be  the  responsibility  of  the  editor  to  keep  abreast  of  stu- 
(lent  government  happenings  and  report  them  to  the  stu- 
dents, but  not  take  sides  by  voting  on  issues.  ) 

If  the  proposal  is  approved,  it  would  replace  the  exe- 
cutive council,  the  assembly,  the  cabinet,  and  ELWC) 
operating  board.  However,  the  functions  and  purpose  of  • 
the  above  would  be  absorbed  within  the  ne\Y  board,  with  ‘ 
the  exception  of  budget  authority  and  responsibilities,  j 

Although  legislative  power  now  held  by  tlie  assembly 
would  be  incoi-porated  into  the  board,  a finance  committeaS 
under  the  vice  president  of  finance  would  assume  budget 
control.  One  assemblyman  from  each  class  and  one  of  the 
assemblymen  at  large  would  be  appointed  to  be  a member 
of  the  committee,  giving  the  classes  representation  in  mat-, 
ters  of  finance.  Other  committee  members  from  all  walkai'j 
of  university  life  would  also  be  chosen. 

The  other  assemblyman,  just  elected  last  week,  woulij- 
sit  on  the  social  activities  board,  under  the  vice  president 
of  social — this,  social  activity  representation. 

That’s  basically  it.  There  has  been  some  talk  of  sir 
plementing  housing  area  representation  with  board  mem-, 
bers  from  Heritage,  Helaman  and  Deseret  (and  possibly 
off-campus  representatives) . i 

Although  there  are  still  some  kinks  to  be  ironed  out 
in  the  proposal,  it  sounds  good.  In  previous  articles  I have 
gone  into  the  philosophy  behind  why  the  changes  are  neces- 
sary, so  won’t  attempt  to  do  so  here. 

Rather  I would  express  my  hope  tliat  once  the  proposal 
comes  before  the  studentbody  for  a vote,  you  will  nave  by 
that  time  given  it  some  thought  and  be  ready  to  make  an 
honest  decision  to  support  it.  If  the  proposal  dies  on  the 
ballot,  it  will  be  because  the  students  were  misinformei^ 
not  because  the  proposed  change  had  no  merit.

No  Apology 


Dear  Editor: 

There  is  a story  on  campus  that 
I have  sent  a letter  of  apology  to 
Or.  Melvin  Cook  referring  to  the 
events  of  our  so-called  panel  is* 
cussion  of  last  Wednesday  night. 
I have  sent  no  such  letter  (and 
therefore  I doubt  that  he  has  re- 
ceived one)  and  I have  no  in- 
tention of  sending  one. 

THOSE  WHO  were  present  at 
the  “discussion”  will  understand 
what  I mean  when  I say  that  I 
feel  that  I discussed  Brother 
Cook’s  arguments  courteously, 
fairly,  and  honestly,  and  that  I 
certainly  owe  him  no  apology.  As 
to  the  subject  matter  of  the  dis- 
cussion: If  I were  to  argue  the 
matter  again  today,  I would  taka 
by  and  large  the  same  approach, 
as  I believe  that  my  objections 
(and  those  of  some  of  the  others) 
were  well  taken  and  relevant,  an(i 
that  no  valid  argument  was  ad- 
vanced against  them,  at  least  I 
cannot  recall  any. 

Indeed,  I was  surprised  at  the 
lack  of  effective  scientific  opposi- 


tion to  my  points— there  was 
plenty  of  opposition",  but  it  was  of 
an  entirely  different  character. 
This  is  simply  to  set  the  record 
straight  as  to  my  opinion  of  the 
proceedings.  I make  no  claim  to 
be  an  expert  in  these  matters,  or 
to  be  infallible  in  any  matter,  nor 
do  I know  of  anyone  who  is  an 
expert  in  all  of  the  matters  that 
came  under  discussion. 

MAY  I SAY  again  that  I have 
no  personal,’  religious,  or  moral 
objections  to  the  earth  being  13,- 
000  years  old,  indeed  several  of 
Brother  Cook’s  ideas  have  de- 
delighted  me  since  I first  heard  of 
them  several  years  ago.  Many 
religious  people,  I suppose,  who 
do  not  concern  themselves  with 
science,  have  similar  views  on  the 
age  of  the  earth.  But  to  agree 
with  Brother  Cook  is  not  merely 
to  agree  with  his  conclusions  or 
his  theological  beliefs;  it  is  to 
agree  with  the  arguments  by 
which  he  attepts  to  establish  these 
conclusions  and  theological  be- 
liefs scientifically,  and  it  is  at 
this  point  that  I disagree  witn 
him.

McNamara 

Denies 

Charges 

WASHINGTON  (AP)-Secretary 
of  Defense  Robert  S.  McNamara 
dismissed  as  “baloney”  Monday 
charges  that  the  Pentagon  is  mis- 
managing the  war  in  South  Viet 
Nam. 

McNAMARA  said  the  war  prob- 
ably will  intensify  with  a large 
scale  new  Communist  offensive, 
perhaps  next  month. 

And  he  forecast  new  political  dis- 
cord in  South  Viet  Nam  as  well. 

BUT  McNAMARA  told  the  Senate 
Foreign  Relations  Committee  the 
U.S.  effort  in  South  Viet  Nam 
should  inspire  pride  in  America 
not  only  because  of  its  power  but 
because  of  its  restraint. 

“We  should  be  proud  of  what 
we’re  doing  there  . . .”  he  said.  “In- 
stead we  seem  to  seek  and  try  to 
exaggerate  imaginary  weak- 
nesses.” 

WHILE  McNAMARA  testified  at 
a crowded  Senate  hearing  which 
was  broadcast  by  raido  and  tele- 
vision, House  Republican  Leader 
Gerald  R.  Ford  challenged  anew 
his  management  of  the  war  effort. 

The  Midiigan  congressman  added 
a charge  of  shipping  shortages  to 
his  assertion  that  bomb  short- 
ages are  hampering  the  air  effort 
against  Communist  forces. 

“ . , . IT'S  ABSURD/'  McNa- 
mara responded. 

“All  this  baloney  about  lack  of 
bomb  production  is  completely  mis- 
leading,” he  said.

stand  Chile  better.  Their  other 
main  desire  is  to  introduce  the 
Gospel  to  those  who  have  not  heard 
it  and  to  aid  in  the  expansion  of 
the  Church. 

Abraham  Jurascan,  a Cakchiqual 
from  Guatemala,  also  speaks  of 
devotion  to  his  people. 

“WHAT  DO  I miss  of  home? 
There  are  so  many  things  to  miss,” 
he  says.  I miss  the  peacefulness  of 
the  Indian  villages,  the  humility 
of  the  people  and  their  closeness 
to  nature.  I don’t  mean  that  people 
here  aren’t,  but  I believe  our  people 
experience  life  more  intimately 
than  yours. 

Jurascan  isolated  a j^culiar  pro- 
blem arising  from  this  “content- 
ment with  things  as  they  are.” 

“THE  PEOPLE  are  happy;  they 
have  little  material  goods  but  they 
have  no  worry,  either.  So  you  tell 
them  that  they  should  progress, 
that  they  should  send  their  children 
to  school. 

‘And  they  look  at  you  surprised 
and  ask,  Why?  We’re  happy  just 
like  we  are. 

'YOU  TELL  him  he’s  lazy,  that 
all  he  ever  does  is  sit  on  his  cros- 
sed legs  all  day  long. 

‘And  he  says,  Why  not?  What  is 
really  important  anyway?  He  is 
happy  to  be  sitting  on  his  crossed 
legs  all  day  long. 

'IT  MAKES  you  wonder  some- 
times, do  we  have  the  right  to 
change  their  way  of  life,  to  intro- 
duce them  to  new  ways  and  to 
perhaps  an  awareness  of  their  in- 
adequacies? 

‘Shall  we  leave  them  there, 
peaceful  and  happy?”  asks  Juras- 
can. 

JURASCAN  feels  that  he  cannot 
allow  his  people  to  remain  in  this 
state  of  ignorance  to  be  the  scape- 
goat of  society  even  though  they, 
in  their  obliviance  remain  “con- 
tended and  happy.” 

“The  Indians  as  a race  can  do 
much  better  things,  and  must  be 
taught  and  encouraged  to  do  so,” 
he  says.  [ 

JURASCAN  feels  a personal  j 
committment  to  help  in  whatever  j 
way  possible  to  raise  the  standards  I 
of  the  Indian  people.  ' 

All  kinds  of  people  want  to  talk , 
about  loving  and  doing  things  for  j 
the  Indians  but  these  fine  ideals 
need  to  be  acted  upon,  he  believes.  I 

“THE  INDIANS  need  help  ini 
education,  we  don’t  have  nearly 
enough  schools  and  we  need  tech-  j 
nicians  to  show  our  people  how  to 
become  modernized,”  he  said.  . 

Jurascan,  an  international  re- 


lations and  economics  major,  is 
convinced  that  in  order  to  help  his 
people,  the  most  important  thing 
is  for  him  to  first  gain  a rich  back- 
ground of  experience  and  educa- 
tion. 

“I  WANT  to  get  to  know  the 
world  so  that  I will  be  in  a position 
to  get  outside  help.  I want  to  get 
to  know  how  they  manipulate  things 
here  and  everywhere. 

‘I  want  to  get  to  know  many 
sides  — the  good  of  one  thing,  the 
bad  of  another.  And  I want  to  learn 
how  it  feels  to  belong  to  a different 
culture.  Then  I will  be  able  to  help 
other  people,  including  my  own. 

JURASCAN  attended  the  Uni- 
versity of  Wisconsin  for  two  years 
before  coming  to  BYU  as  a re- 
search assistant  to  help  the  lan- 
guage department  in  analyzing  the 
structure  of  the  Cakchiquel  dialect. 

He  is  not  a member  of  the 
Church  but  thinks  it  is  a good  en- 
vironment. “I  have  had  many  ex- 
periences in  churches  but  am  not 
a member  of  any.  I am  always  glad 
to  be  of  service  to  any  church,” 
he  concludes. 

JEANIE  SEKAQUATEWA  a 

Hopi  from  Arizona,  also  expressed 
the  simplicity  of  Indian  life  and 
the  conflicts  arising  from  it. 

“The  Hopi  live  on  the  Mesas. 
We’re  not  quite  in  the  desert  but 
it  gest  hot  in  the  summer.  We 
raise  corn  and  it  is  used  for  practi- 
cally everything. 

'THE  HOPI  live  a simple  life, 


, appreciating  things  of  nature.  They 
'are  deeply  religious.  You  might 
say  that  the  Hopi  culture  is  based 
on  religion.  They  believe  in  a su- 
: preme  being  and  recognize  his 
^ hand  in  all  things,”  she  explained. 
1 ‘They  have  Cochina  dances  in  the 
i winter  for  different  things.  The 
dancers  are  actually  men  from 
the  tribes  but  when  we  were  child- 
; ren  we  used  to  believe  they  were 
'really  spirits. 

i 'THEY  HAVE  Snake  dances  in 
' the  sumer  for  rain. 

! ‘I  feel  that  the  Hopi  Indians  have 
high  moral  values  and  value  the 
! importance  of  being  honest  and 
helping  our  own  people,”  the  girl 
said. 

MISS  SEKAQUATEWA  says  that 
she  has  never  gone  to  school  where 
there’s  lots  of  church  influence  and 
appreciates  this  experience. 

Also,  she  is  very  impressed  with 
the  Indian  58the  ward.  “It  gives  the 
Indians  a chance  to  develop  leader- 
ship qualities,”  she  says. 

"AT  FIRST  I didn’t  like  it  be- 
cause I thought  it  wouldn’t  give  the 
Indians  opportunities  to  meet 
' others.  Since  then  I’ve  changed 
i my  mind.  Indians  can’t  be  thrown 
, out  into  the  white  society  without 
I preparation. 

[ ‘I  believe  the  ultimate  aim  is  to 
: enable  Indians  to  function  as  equals 
in  society.  But  first  they  need  to 
( develop  self  confidence  and  the  58th 
j Ward  provides  opportunities  for 
growth,”  she  concluded.
